LonuOaV, Aug. 13. — Drury Lano theatre, 
in which Haveriy's Minstrels have been 
performing, has boon Hiinuuariiy closed. 
It is rumored that the step takon was on 
nccount of the non-payment of rent. The 
oorapanj has experienced a bad season. 

CHINA. 

London, Aug. 13. — A Times special 
from Foo Chow says Chineso niilitsry au- 
thorities announce a reviow to-day. Tho 
French transport and ono ironclad have 
departed from Kong Kong. The late King 
of Aiiam was poiaonnd by anti-French 
Mandarins and Black Flags from Lauki, 
and it is runiorod that Chinese troops 
also are marching southward. It is 
•rumored, that the French garrison was 
massacred while en route to Lang Son. 
Sickaesa among the French troops is in- 
creasing. 

EASTERN STATES. 

St. Loui.4, Aug. 14. — Two jouhg men 
fought a duel at night, fifty miles above 
the city, and both were killed. 

Iowa Crrv, la., Aug. 1.%— The city is 
in tho midst of great oxoitumont to night. 
The streets are crowded with people and 
a fear of violnnco pervades all good citi- 
zens. This afternoon at tho trial of two 
brewers of this city before a justice of 
tho peace,, a mob of 200 thugs attacked 
the prosoouting lawyer, named W. U. 
Bailey, stripped hia clothing oil and tarred 
him. His life was narrowly saved by the 
deputy shorilf. The mob, naany of tlium 
crazed' by drink, tried to catch tlio prin- 
cipal witnes.'i, namoa Swaiford, and would 
have hansed him had they found him, A 
constable was severely cut witii knives. 
The roughs caiiio to town this ovoning, 
and for an hour had possession of the 
streets, the BherilFs force and the city 
{lolico being powerless. After supper they 
found Sw&iford and knocked him and his 
brothar down on tho street.- t'lie mob 
would have killed the Swafl'ords, had not 
the latter been socroted in a store. A 
mooting of citizens haa been hold and the 
outrages have been vigorously oondamned 
and special police .ijipointod for tho night. 
The best pouplo of all parties are urging 
tha observaace of law. Tho ringleaders 
in the disturbance are known and war- 
rants have boon iasiiod for their arrest, 

CoTiiUL.A, Tea., Aug, — Green Jfc- 
Oulloiigh yesterday gralitied a grudge 
against Chas. A, Bragg, a recent arrival, 
by killing him with a Wiucheatur rifle, at 
point blank range, as the victim was 
standing conversing, with hia baektarned. 
McCullough was hanged by a mob of over 
100 citiKoiis. 

Chicvoo, Aug. i;?.— Henry M.Colliaon, 
formerly pastor of tho FuUerton avonuo 
Ohuroh, yflaterday afternoon shot hia wife, 
killinct her instantly, and then attempted 
suicide. Mr. Collinaon has been deaf all 
his hfo. Thi.s uUliction interfered with 
his success. In February last ho resigned 
his po.sition as pastor of tho church, but 
it was not accepted, iSubeeriiiently ho 
again resigned and left tho church. Since 
then , he has been idle, and financial 
troubles caused him to bo very melancholy 
and liccoiitrie. About half-past two 
o'clock Mrs. Burgess, a friond of the 
family, cauio to take Mrs, Collinson out 
driving. After entering t!;o carriage Mr», 
OoUiiison got out and wont into the house 
to speak tu her husband. She left him to 
retiirn to' the carriage. He followed, and 
pi the foot of the ataiia shot her in the 



back of the head. Sho fell dead. Ha 
stopped over tho body and shot himself in 
the right temple. The ball went through 
his right eyo and threw it out on his face.! 
Tho nerve of the right eye was cut ami 
the eyeball turned around. He was taken' 
to tho hospital, where he now lies in a 
critical condition. He may recover, but 
win be blind in both eyes and insane tho 
rest of his life. He is forty-fivo years 
old and his wife thirty. He was born in 
England, and lived some time in Canada 
before coiniuj!; here. Mrs. Oollioaon was 
a most amiable and estimable woman, 
lovely alike in jjorson and character. 
There are four children, and the domestic 
relations of tlu' parents were of the hap- 
piest character. The tragedy created a 
great sensation.

TEE FRANCIUSK BILL IN THE 
LORDii. 

English pupers euutaiiiiiig the report of 
the discuHsiou, anil the sceuoa iiud inoideuts 
of the debate leading to the rejection of the 
franchise bill are at hand. The debate oo- 
onpicd two nights, daring which there was 
a full attendance of peers and many dis- 
tiugaishod Bpectntors. The I?rince of Wales 
•was present on both cveniugs, and at the 
close of the secoiui, ilr. Gladstone wn.s an 
attentive listener at the bnr. Tbu debate 
waH opened by the Karl of Kiuiboiely mov- 
ing the .second roiuliiig of the moaHure, 
which is entitled "The Hopreaentation of 
the People Bill." After a full exposition of 
the meaHuro and it.s aiina, bo dealt with the 
main ground of oppofiition to the bill, 
which ujjpeured to be that a Bchonio of ro- 
tlistribution wan not incorporated with it. 
He concluded by pointing out that it would 
be nnvriae for the lords to reject a bill which 
related entirely to the other chiuuber. There 
were, he said, soiue very revolutionary ideas 
afloat in some parts of the continent, and it 
might be that those ideas would make their 
way ninong the people of (ireat liritain, 
and tbo peers iniylit find thcinselyos in- 
YolTod in a eonteet in which they would 
need all their Htrength and the sympathy of 
all their friends tluoiighout the country. 
One thing of which he was certain was that 
the bittercBt enoniiuH of the lords desired 
nothing better than that they should throw 
out the bill in order that they might seize 
the opportunity to raise the question of the 
position of the house of lords. Lord Cairns 
followed, moving the amendment, 'whiob 
called for an appeal to the country, the 
stress of his speech being devoted to the 
absence of a rcdiKtributiou bill. The in- 
equalitieH of the present systiiu of ropre- 
sontatiou are bo grriit as to give miich force 
to this portion of hisapooch. He conclud- 
ed by declaring that the ameuduiuut was in 
accordance with the popular feeling, and 
though of late the houae of lords had re- 
ceived a good deal of advice and some 
menace, he believed the menace would re- 
coil on the heads of those who nttored it. 
The Duke of Argylo followed in support of 
the bill, though ho admitted that it would 
hivre been bettor had a scheme of redlslri- 
bntion of seats accompanied the extension 
of the franchise. The Duke of Uichniond 
replied in opposition. The Earl of .Icrsoy 
rejoined, after which the discussion was 
continued by the Earl of Powerseourt, the 
Earl of Fife, I.nnl l^iilfnnr, Vi^nniuit Toring- 
ton, and the Earl of Stanhope against 
the bill; Earl Oowper, the Mar- 
(piia of Waterford, the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Lord Fitzgerald in favor of it. 
At midnight, on motion of lha Earl of 
Carnarvon, the debate was adjourned. If 
any idea of a compromiao had lingered in 
the minda of the intorcstod auditors, 
made up as it was largely of conunoners, 
hopes and fears wore sot at rest by Earl 
Carnarvon's speech on the second night of 
the debate. It was one of unfalterinii; op- 
position throughout. He pictured what 
to his mind had been the terrible conao- 
quences of past reforms, and, in strange 
contrast with that view, objected to the 
present bill because there was not in it 
any provision for the representation of 
minorities or of women. He, too, found a 
serious objection in the fact that redistri- 
bution was not provided for. Ho spoke 
with contempt of the "timid friends who 
saw lions in every path," and advised the 
Poors to be brave, liu told the Gnvcrn- 
znont that thoy might still at the eleventh 
hour settle the question in a way which 
would satisfy both sides of the house. 
Finally he flung two Shakesporian quota- 
tions at the head of the prime minister, 
and the second, at least, had the merit of 
point and felicity. He referred to the 
lines quoted a fortnight before by ilr. 
Gladstone, and said it was a pity that the 
right hon. gentleman did not go on to re- 
peat the next two lines : — 

Olvc every nmii thine ear, but few thy voice: 
Take each roan's censure, but reserve thy Jud|;e- 
nit-nt. 

The Earl of Derby made a strong 
speech in support of the bill, though he 
felt called upon to explain why, under 
different ciroumatances, in 1807 he had 
taken the ground that redistribution 
should accompany or precede an exten- 
sion of the franchise. Lord Brabourno 
followed, explaining that lie was "under 
the disagreeable necessity" of opposing an 
extension of the franchise without u bill 
for redistribution of which the govern- 
ment held out hopes that it would be 
brought forward. Lord Roseberry, 
Liberal, and one of the most able and 
brilliant of the younger members of the 
chamber, supported the bill. Ho hold 
that whatever the decision of the lords 
might be, it could not destroy, but only 
retard this groat measure of emancipation. 
If the government broke their promise to 
deal with redistribution, ho and other 
liberal peers would join with the opposi- 
tion in carrying a vote of censure on 
them. He thought Mr. Gladstone's 
speech on the third reading of the franchise 
bill has been much misunderstood. 
Ho believed that speech was meant in ii 
strictly conaervativo sense, and was in- 
tended to prevent a collision between the 
two houses. Ever since ho camo into the 
house of lords they had been in a flutter 
about resenting intimidation or vindicat- 
ing their independence in reference to 
something or other that Mr. Gladstone, 
Mr. Bright or some demagogue had said 
about them. He denied that tho lords 
had any moral justification for rejecting 
the bill. The bill did not concern tho 
lords directly; it dealt only with tho house 
of commons; and he denied their lord- 
ships' right to use their prerogative 
against a meosure that solely concerned 
the house of commons. He asked what 
good the lords wore doing to themselves 
by rejecting the bill l It was certain that 
by doing so they were strcngthuning the 
hands of the government. And finally, 
ho warned them that tho rejection of the 
bill might bo followed by agitation and a 
still stronger moaaore of onfranchisoment. 
There followed a number of unimportant 
speeches in which the Duke of Rutland 
supported the amendment, the Earl of 
Dalbousie spoke in favor of the bill, the 
Earl of Ravensworth, the Marqui.s of 
Huntly, tho Earl of Galloway and tho 
Earl of Campordown continued the de- 
bate. It was nearly midnight when tho 
culminating point of the debate was 
reached . Tho interest was intense and 
the house crowded when Lord Salisbury 
rose to make one of the most etl'ective de- 
bating efforts in his record— a speech in 
which there was from first to last tho re- 
pudiation of compromise. Boiiinning 
with a snub of tho Archbishop of Canter- 
bury as not tho only man who bolioved 
in the working man, and going on with 
snoors at Lord Rosebery as tho patron of 
Mid-Lothian, ho wound up with a direct 
challenge to the government to appeal to 
the people, fie denied that the franchise 
(juectioo bftd been before the country at 



the general election, and declared the 
tnries were the true friends of tho people, 
who professed to give them an oppor- 
tunity of pronouncing upon their future 
destiny. Lord Granville, wo are told, 
began' at twenty-'fiye minutes to one 
o'clock' "with^as much cheerfulness as if 
ho wore loading a majority to oa.iy vic- 
tory instead of inevitable defeat," and 
chaffed Lord Salisbury in a genial vein 
upon hia great foat in capping tho acliiovo- 
nionte of his prodocesaor. Lord Herby, 
whose leap in tho dark was nothing, he 
said, to the unfathomable abyss into 
which the noble marquis now asked his 
followers to plunge like sheep. I'hoir 
lordships divided at a quarter past one. 
Great excitement prevailed until twenty 
minutes later, when the numbers were an- 
nounced —

Tin- 
political leaders, as a rule, hang back ; and 
as for the labor orgaiuzations they are no- 
where to be found. A few months ago 
those people roared loudly in favor of a 
restrictive bill; but now that an opportun- 
ity is given to establish tho trutli of their 
charges and show tho impolicy of an in- 
crease in the Chinese population, they hang 
back. Well, if the case should go against 
tho whites, the whites will liavi> only tlicni- 
sclvcH to blaiiic. , Saturday's meeting was a 
Ktupuudous luiataku, tho utl'ccts of wliicli 
may be folt hy the province far years to 
come.

An Explanation.

What I did say, in snbsttmce was, that 
the allegation "that hundreds of men ami 
women were lost by the opium habit" was, 
in my opinion, a lie. That but few cases 
had come under my notice, and those few 
were gamblers and prostitutes. That I did 
not believe it to l)e comnicm in liritish Co- 
lumbia, but that it was and hud been a cnni- 
mou vice in Englantl and .Vniericii, whiu-e it 
was said to be ,jU tlie iiicrense; but there 
the Chinese inlluene'u had nothing to do 
with the matter. I did not believe there 
were many opium-eaters in Victoria, and 
thot the allegation to the contrary was a 
base fabrication.

Cardinal lUaunlngroii Infldelity 

Cardinal Manning preached on Wed- 
nesday at the opening of yt. Anne's Ro- 
man Catholic Church, Birmingham, .vhicli 
has been built at a cost of £'7,0[0. In tho 
course of his sermon, which was upon tlie 
subject of faith, his Eminence said they 
lived now in an atmosphere in whichdoubt, 
scepticism, and unbelief flitted to and fro 
with such activity that thoy could hardly 
breathe in this country without taking in 
some of the germs of doubt and scopti- 
oiain. They had come to a day in which 
men were labouring to efface tho very 
name of God from tho law of tho land. 
Politics were to be entirely human, and to 
have no contract whatever with God or 
with faith. Thoflo he called godless poli- 
tics. What could be tho character of lag- 
islation wliich did not rocognizo tho law 
of God for its foundation? They lived al 
so in a day when philosophy hmi hecnmo 
godless. Men had turned their backs 
upon two parts of the greai hierarchy of 
science with which the Christian world 
was illuminated until his later time. The 
first great light of tho acieiice ef t!ie werld 
was tho knowledge of God, and the iie.xt 
great light was tho knowledge of num. 
There was a third light — tho knowledge of 
the earth which the Creator had made^ — 
and woe to those who taught them that 
tho only science was the mud under their 
feot and the strata under tho mud and the 
laws of electricity. That he called godless 
science. There was one more branch of 
unbelief, and that was godless, education: 
but education without religion was a con- 
tradiction in terms. Instruction there 
might be, but education there could not 
bo.° They might teach a child to read and 
to sum witliout reading tho Bible, or 
without catechism, or creed, but to edu- 
cate meant to cultivate and develop and 
perfect the intellect. What made Eng- 
land? He did not ask what made it a 
Christian land, but what made England 
great) It was not warfare, nor cuiuiuost, 
nor politics, nor legislation, it was thtit 
one faith and that ono love of Ood and our 
neighbor which made a united Kngland. 
Tho same might also be said of English 
freedom and liberty. In conclusion he 
appealed to parents not to condemn their 
children to a oroedless Christianity, and a 
religion which could not bo put into a 
catechism.

Titc Hudson Uuy Company. 

A general court of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany was held .July 23rd, at the City Ter- 
minus hotel, to consider a resolution author- 
izing tlie governor and committee to accept 
a Kupplunienliil cliaitcr, in tho form Hubniit- 
tcd to tho general court on the Ist .Vugust, 
with such modifications as might be im- 
posed by the Crown and sanctioned by the 
governor and committee. Sir John Rose 
preaidcd, and stated that tho original char- 
tor was grouted to thorn in lUTb. It was 
granted at a time when tho company had 
not only a monopoly of trading in Hudson 
Hay, but also sovereign rights over tho 
enormous territory which was granted to 
Iheui. Thoy wore now merely a trading 
company. The propcjsed alterations did 
not involve any fundamental change, but 
merely got rid of oxcn'seiices and foruiuli- 
tios which had been found very inconvdii- 
iont, and which might stuuo day iuterpoHe 
very serious impediments in tlie way of 
carrying on the compauy. He th<'n refer- 
red to tho principal chauges proposed — 
namely, to do away with the oath which 
the governor, deputy-governor and mom- 
bers of tho committeo had at present to 
take; to dispense with the presence of the 
governor and duj)Uty-govurnor at certain 
meetings; to permit any director to re- 
sign without having to dispose of his shuieH; 
to euftl)l6 the HliareholilorH to vote by proxy ; 
to give full notice to the Mhareho.lders as to 
any gentleman who might lie proposed as 
a direotor; to provide that one-third of the 
board should retire every year; and to au- 
thorize the luoutiug of tho company being 
held either in Novembor or December every 
year. Ho spoke of the inconveniences 
under which they now labored from tho 
want of these codditious, and afterwards 
observed that the proposal aa to a third of 
tho directors retiring every year was not in- 
tended to come into force until a year after 
next November. All the directors, how- 
ever, would retire next November, and it 
would be for tho shareholders to re-elect 
them or not. Having acknowledged the 
promptitude with which the board of trade 
and tho privy council had answered their 
applications, ho moved the resolutions as 
above. Mr. Edward Hamilton aecondod 
the motion, which was carried unanimoualy. 

The C. P. Kiiilway. 

The Toronto Globo aaya (but due allow- 
ance must be made for the Globe) that 
abont fifteen millions of tho 22 Vs million 

lo.m had l)eon drawn before tho 30tb of 
.Fuue, and another million lias probably 
been paid over by the government since 
tli.at dats. Resides this there have boon the 
regular payments on account of construc- 
tion, and it is asHorted on excellent author- 
ity tliat tho government have lately lieon 
tddiged to guarantor a temporary loan of 
live millions for the Canadian I'acilic Com- 
pany to some Montreal and New York 
banks. That ia to say, the government has 
become the ayndicate's endorser for an out- 
aide loan of five millions. Notwithstand- 
ing tho government guarantee the syndicate 
have not been able to unload any of their 
stock, and their unceasing demanci.s upon 
the Dominion treanury have left Ihu lattcu- 
almost empty. 8o nntch is this the case 
tliat a numper of other contractors, the 
Section B men included, liavo Ijeon roquont- 
ed to wait for payment of their claims for a 
month or two. 



IV' AVAL. 

The C:ii>taiii ol' II. HI. S. De- 
fence- Dismissed from His 
Command. 

Tho Britiali naval authorities have dis- 
missed Capt. Pollard of thu Defence. The 
collision which cost Iiini his ship occurred 
just three weeks ago, on tho evening of 
Sunday, the 20th ult., oil the southwest 
coast of Ireland. Tha reserve, or cuast 
guard squadron, to which both thu Do- 
fence and Valiant were attaclwd.had boon 
maiKoiivring <iuring tho afternoon in three 
divisions. The division was coiiipoaed of 
two ironclads, tho Defence and Shannon, 
Uie former of thu fifth and thu latter of 
third class. At 8 o'clock the admiral 
signalled the squadron to form iato two 
divisions for the night. This order obliged 
tho ships of tho third division to drop 
astern and assume their respective plftces 
in the other divisiDihs. 'J'lie Shanium por- 
fiu-ined tbo inaniouvro without difficulty, 
but tho Defence when clusing with tho 
other divis.iuii unaccountably put her helm 
tu starboard and brought her bows on the 
bull of tho Valiant,An ironclad also of tho 
iiftli class. Tho latter vessel would in- 
evitably havu been sunk, and, indeed, both 
ships would [irobably have auatainod fatal 
damage if the otiici^r of the watch on tha 
Valiant had not slniwii himself a thorough 
seaman. Fortuiiutuly he detected thu false 
steering of tho Defence and at once ttar- 
bciardcd hia helm. This nunoeuvro pre- 
vented the Viiliant frnui being atruek by 
the ram of tlie approaching vc-isel and 
brought tiiu two irmichids together broad- 
side on. Even .■*(! a gi" id deal of damage 
was dune. Thu Valiant had many of hor 
armor plates started and a largo dont 
made in her side. Her bulwarks wore 
torn away from the forewings aft and she 
lost aNirrdenfolt gun.sBVoral of her beats 
with tlioir davit."), and hur 'icconimodation 
ladder. Tiio Defence sustained still luoro 
seriima injury. She carried away her 
jibboom and foretopgatlantmaat and re- 
ceived BO severe a blow on them that a 
hole eleven feet long by six inches wide 
was knocked inherrnin, hor prow was 
twisted round and her forward coinpiirt- 
meiil tilled witli wMer. Happily thoru was 
no loss of life. .After the accident holh 
vessels were well haiidlod and great cool- 
ness and discipline were exhibited. The 
B()uadron steamed to Bantry Bay uud 
Rear Admiral Hoskins ordered a court- 
martial to assemble imiuodintely under 
the presidency of Capt. .-Vrthur, of tho 
Hector, for tho tri.-il of Capt. [-'cdlard on 
a charge of negligently colliding with the 
Valiant. The roault was that ho waa dis- 
misaed his ship.

Before the employe's suocooded in leaving 
the building all way t>f escape, except by 
tho windows, was cut oft'. Many wore 
compelled to jump to tho street and sev- 
eral, including women, were injured 
thereby. The adjoiniDg building occupied 
by Wm. Chase & Co., American mer- 
chants, was fired and is now burning. 
Other buildings are in danger. The loss 
haa already reached £50,000. Twenty en- 
gines are flooding the burning buildings. 

4 p. M. — The fire has been subdued. 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico, Aug. 15.— A con- 
spiracy against the government has boon

President Geuzalea and put in his place 
Maria Igleaias, and to asaassiiiato Gonoral 
Diaz and others. The plot ia widespread. 
(5roat deal of anxiety prevails and a nuni- 
bor of arrests liave been made, embracing 
aoveral [iromiiii'ut persona, among them 
the minister of liiiance. judges of the fed- 
eral diatricts, Cl..rdoii,a prominent lawyer, 
and many others. Alscj, the wife of (l.ir- 
don. The latter has a small printing ollice 
in which a large numbor of circulars wero 
found ready for circulatimi inciting tho 
people to revolt against the government.

Bkklin, Aug. 15.— Abbo Franco Lii- 
zette became blind at Bayruth. It is aug- 
rrusted that tho cause of blindness is 
smoking and brandy. It is said he oon- 
auinea daily a frightful quantity of liquor 
and after falls asleep in tho theatre.

Closing;. 

London, Aug. 14. — Parliarnont was 
prorogued to-day with the uaual cere- 
niouiea.

"I sineoroly regret that an important part 
nf your Labors failed of result in a legis- 
lative oiiactnioiit. Friendly inlorc.jurse 
subaistB with all foreign powers. Dipio 
matic reltttious have been resumed with 
Mexico, and the preliminary agreoinont 
for a treaty of commorce has been signed. 
I havo to lament the failure of the oou- 
ferenco to deviao means to restore the 
tinaiieos of Egypt, which are ao important 
to tlie well being and good order of the 
country. I shall continue to fulfill faith- 
full y the duties growing out of tho pros- 
eiico of my troops in the valley of tho 
Nile. I trust that the special mission 
which I have determined to send there 
will luaferially aid mo in considering what 
steps to adopt. I vio.r with unab.-ited sat- 
isfaction tho dimiiiati(m of agrarian crime 
in Ireland auO the substantial improve- 
ment of the people. I design at an early 
period to call your attention to tho great 
uubjoct of representation of tho people. 
I rejoice to observe, amid Humorous iii- 
dioationa of interest in tbe subject, con- 
stant proofs of loyalty to the throne and 
respect for the law. These indications in- 
spire mo with full belief that tho great 
national aim will be pursued with order 
and moderation and the beat aocurities for 
such a settlement as may conduce to the 
happiness and liberties of the ponplo and 
the strength of tbo empire." The sjieech 
olnBoa with thankfulness for thu favorable 
season which is "alleviating the preasuro 
that has so long and seriously all'ectud tho 
agricultural industry."
